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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is In response to the applicant's amendment filed on 
12/20/2006. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/20/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following Infonnalities: in line 3, the 
citation "said support wall" lacks of antecedent basic. Appropriate correction Is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or niore claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5, and 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

The preambles between independent claim 1 and depend claims 2-5 and 21-22 are 
inconsistent. For example, regarding claim 1 , the preamble is drawn to a kit or 
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combination of an elongated support and a lift tool; however, the depending claims 2-5 
and 21-22 preambles only drawn to an elongated post support. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent Number 4,825.931 to Fein. 
Claim 1: 

Fein teaches a wall track Installation device comprising an elongated extrusion 
having an uppermost wall 26. a first sidewall 28 (left), said first sidewall extending from 
said uppemiost wall 26; an elongated lift tool 1 00. a central support wall 28 (right) 
anranged adjacent said first sidewall 28 (left) to define a longitudinal empty chamber C 
(see attachment of Fig. 3) between said first sidewall 28 (left) and said central support 
wall (right), wherein said longitudinal empty chamber C has an open, unobstructed lift- 
tool-receiving slot on a lower side thereof. 

Claim 2: 

Wherein said first sidewall 28 (left) has a distal edge flange 29. 
Claim 3: 
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Wherein said blade 1 10 of said lift tool has a tapered lock member (no labeled, 
but wherein 1 00 points to). 
Claim 4: 

Wherein said tapered lock member is of generally triangular shape in profile. 
Claim 5: 

Wherein said tapered lock member has a first tapered side and a second tapered 
side (see Fig. 3-left and right sides) 
Claim 21: 

Wherein a second sidewall 32 is arranged opposed to said to said central 
support wall 28 (right) with respect to said first sidewall 32. said second sidewall 32 and 
said support wall 100 have an elongated gap CI there between (see attached Fig. 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 22 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
